Both D'Arco and Marcy have been described by 
various sources over the past twenty years as being 
members of the Chicago LCN and as being major "outfit" 
political "fixers", and involved heavily in the 
corruption of politicians. Judges and law enforcement 
officials in Chicago. D'Arco is currently the 
Democratic Ward Ccsranitteeraan for the First Ward and 
is alleged to be the ovmer of Anco Insurance Inc., 

100 North La Salle Street, telephone 332-7200, The 
First Ward Democratic Headquarters is also located 
at 100 North La Salle Street, telephone 236-2792. 

The latest available information indicates that Marcy 
is the administrative assistant to the First Ward 
Danocratic Organization and is secretary of Anco 
Insurance, Inc., the firm allegedly owned by D'Arco. 

Informant iafomation has revealed that 
D'Arco and Marcy control the "outfit" gambling and 
vice operations in Chicago’s loop area, and through 
their political "clout” , control licensing of certain 
establishments in that area. Further, through their 
political and gangland connections they succeeded in 
selling insurance to loop businesses and t^er© involved 
in an organized and systematic shakedown of loop 
businessman.

Recent newspaper articles have brought to 
light D’Arco's political "clout" with Mayor Byrne's 
Administration; his gangland connections, and his 
recent contributions to Mayor Byrne's campaign fund. 

In August, 1979, Byrne appointed 
Joseph Di Leonard! as Acting Police Superintendent, 
who in turn appointed William Duffy as Deputy 
Superintendent in Charge of Inspectional Services, 
with alleged instructions t® "go after the mob", 

This resulted in several raids on "outfit" gambling 
establishments, especially in the First Ward. 


I I advised Supervisor Ray Shryock 

on March 11, 1980, that because of this, Joseph Ferriola, 
a high reuiking LCW member, ^^^t to D'Arc© and told him 
to g® to Jay Me Mullen, the Mayor's husband and 
press secretary, and have Duffy removed, vihen Di Leonard! 
was told to get rid of Duffy, he refused and was later 
fired. Both Di Leonard! and Duffy have recently been 
demoted to Watch Ccanmanders with ranks of Captain. 

On 4/16/80, a confidential source know to 
this office advised SA | ~| that D’Arco 

is veiry closely associated with Organized Crime and 
currently an LCN member. All matters pertaining to the 
First Ward as to Organized Crime must be cleared through 
D'Arco. Source indicated that he will meet with D'Arco 
in the near future and at that time V7ill be required to 
pay D'Arco a bribe for consideration on a permit in 
connection with the operation of a business. Source 
has agreed to the consensual mnitoring of this meeting 
with D'Arco.

Criminal History 


JOHN D'ARCO, an LCN member, was born in Chicago, 
Illinois, on July 1, 1914. 

D'ARCO has no known criminal record. He is a 
former Alderman of the First Ward of Chicago and was later 
a Democratic Ward Committeeman for the First Ward. He also 
i/^ns Arco Insurance Company at 134 North LaSalle Street, 
Chicago. 

The November 2, 1972, Chicago Daily News reported 
that D'ARCO, who was allegedly groomed by the syndicate 
a young man for a political career, was once a state legis- 
lator and First Ward Alderman. However, according to the 
article, D'ARCO was ordered to drop out of the City Council 
'-^by SAM GIANCANA, when his syndicate ties became too obvious, 
He remained a First Ward Committeeman, a more important 


position.

D'ARCO became one of the crime syndicates top 
figures in Chicago politics. He reportedly tookyOrders 
from SAM GIANCANA ;|^is boyhood friend, GUS ALEXV'and 
MURRAY HUMPHREYS!' D ' ARCO ’ s /Associates also inc^de his 
two secretaries, PAT MARCY^nd BUDDY JACOBSON. 


D'ARCO and his two secretaries reportedly used 
their political and gangland connections to sell insurance 
to Loop businesses. D'ARCO has reportedly also been 
involved in various forms of graft, gambling, and political 
fixing. He has also been a bagman for the syndicate's many 
Loop bookies and other vice operations. 

In May, 1975, confidentially advised a 

Buagent that for many years, proceeds from the "outfit's" 
First Ward gambling operations were delivered to Alderman 
JOHN D'ARCO. Around 1960, this procedure was changed and 
the proceeds went to PAT MARCY. 

D'ARCO has also placed many sy«ldicate members 
on various public payrolls, including'-JlOUIS BRIATTA and 
f^i^K GARAMBONE. BRIATTA' s sister is married to D'ARCO. 


In April, 1975, 1 [ advised that D'ARCO 

was retired from politics and was seriously ill and 
believed to have cancer. The sourcp' further advised that 
the D'ARCO family had built an expensive home near Aberde en 
and Polk Streets in Chic ago I | 


In May, 1975, an unknown confidential source 
advised that a group of staunch supporters of the D'ARCO 
ward organization were involved in an organized and systema- 
tic shake-down of Loop businessmen. The source further 
advised that this protection racket could only operate 
with the approval of D'ARCO. 

As boss of the First Ward, D'ARCO has held a 
position of considerable influence. He has been accused 
of profiting through this influence from various holdings. 
One of these, it has been alleged, is ownership of acreage 
on the route of the proposed Crosstown Expressway.

Also, it should be 
noted that Tuchow was the subject of a Hobbs Act investi- 
gation by the Chicago Division from 1974-1976, CG File 
92-4269, Bufile 92-15331, while he was Administrative 
Assistant to the Cook County Sheriff. Three witnesses in 
this case furnished statements that they had to payoff Tuchow 
to obtain liquor licenses for their taverns. A confidential 
source also advised that Tuchow sold positions of Deputy 
Sheriff to several individuals, and that Tuchow was shaking 
down various establishments in the 48th Ward, in which ward 
Tuchow was and is currently the Democratic Committeeman.
